This can be applied frequently, 
and gauze soaked in the solu- 
tion can be applied continuously. 
If the hands and face are bathed 
in this solution before going into 
the woods, .it frequently prevents 
poisoning. A 5 per cent solution 
of potassium permanganate may 
be used as a lotion before con- 
‘act with the plant.

something that the men in your 
family will enjoy, butter slices of 
rve bread and lay on top of each 
slice a very thin slice of hot 
corned beef.

Liver and Bacon 

For the broiled liver and bacon 
sandwich in the first menu, trim 
rieces of chicken, turkey or 
cuives liver into one inch pieces.

By JANB HERBERT GOWARD 
66 OW would you treat a situ- 
ation of this kind?” a 
mother writes. “A child falls 
and hurts his knee. I treat it 
und bandage it.

uses it as an 
excuse to 
keep from 
’ doing. as he 
wo is told. ‘I 
anaes cant, my 
knee hurts,’ 

MRS, GOWARD he says. He 

is @ very ac- 
tive youngster, into all sorts of 
mischief jso that he seldom is 
without a bump. a bruise or a 
scratch and seldom without an 
excuse when I make a suggestion 
or demand.” 

No Harm Inten@ed 

It is a game—or trick, if you 
prefer,» that is commenly em- 
ployed by children. A_ child 
needs to be left alone. He prefers 
to be allowed to purste his in- 
tevests in peace. How many of 
us stop to think of this when 
there is something to do which 
requires his assistance’? 

Frequently his help 1s not ac- 
tually needed. We could get up 
end fetch the baking powder or 
what-not ourselves, if we did not 
like to exercise authority once 
in a while. It is perfectly natural 
for a parent or a boss, on the 
cther hand, to feel this to be 
necessary, and to some etxent it 
undoubtedly is. But unfortun- 
ately, authority sometimes is 
misapplied. 

There is no rhyme or reason 
to a demand which says, “Stop 
what you are at, at once, and do 
as 1 say.’ It creates confusion 
in a child’s mind. After all, he 
is capable of doing only one 
thing at a time. An ill - timed 
command suggests: “Here now, 
you've had enough of that. It is 
time you did some.ning con- 
structive. Fetch me the baking 
powder.” By nature, the child is 
more consistent than we. If nor- 
mal, he is eurious, persistent, 
eager to. follow a matter in hand 
through to a logical conclusion. 
A result is the answer to what 
he has been dving. His intelli- 
gence needs to be satistied before 
he is ready to pass on to some- 
thing new. 

Child Naturally Reasonable 

The purpose of what has just 
been said is not to defend the 
chirking of responsibility. A child 
should learn to listen when spok- 
en to and to do as he is told. 
But there are two sides to every 
story. and from the child’s 
standpoint, if he is constantly 
checked and interfered with it 
is only natural that he will re- 
sort to little tricks. You or I 
would do the same. The child, 
like the adult, holds his comfort 
dear. However, and whether we 
play our part judiciously or not, 
we .have a certain position of 
dignity to majntain. We must 
show the child that we under- 
stand his tricks. Don’t accuse 
him or blame him.

An Unlucky Gem 


OST folks admire a pioneer, 

especially one who has the 
vicion to look ahead and see 
A way the wind blows with 
revard to pepular opinion.

OME time ago a harried Am- 
erican hostess in Paris wrete 
to (ne British Embassy esking a 
last minuie rulung on the rank- 
ing of the Aga Khan, where she 
snould seat him at her table, the 
proper form for addressing him 
end she received this reply: 

“Dear Madam: The Aga Khan 
i: considered by his fellowers as 
a God on Earth. But, of course, 
en English Duke tukes preeec 
ence,” 

As a matter of fact the Aga 
Khan, spiritual ruler of about 
70,000,000 peoples, connoisseur 
of art, possessor of a King’s ran- 
som in precious stones, owner of 
one of the most successful racing 
stables in Europe, is one of the 
most unagsuminz of royal per- 
sonages. He seems quite content 


t~. permit English dukes “take 
precedence’ when it coms TO 
cinner-table rankins. He rcescrves 


his formality for the three sr 
four months of each year at his 
palaces in Poona, bombay, Cal- 
cutta or Karachi, 

Although he possesses an envi- 
able collection of gems, the Aga 
Kkan is most modest in his per- 


sonal display of jewelry. ‘ie 
wears nothing excepi the con- 
ventional cuff-links and a tie 


pin. The owner of the “Golden 
Dawn,” one of the largest dia- 
ynonds in the world once said: 
“Jewels are for women only, and 
look mueh nicer on them than 
men.” 

The Aga Khan’s possession of 
the “Golden Dawn” gem results 
from a curious combinaticn of 
circumstances. A calamity hunt- 
er, who delights in linking mis- 
fortunes with the ownership of 
certain precious stones, might 
find encouragement in the ‘‘Gold- 
en Dawn’s” history. The stone 
was found in 1913 in the dry bed 
of a Vaal River claim owned by 
Capt. C. KR. Lucas,' near the 
South African town of Sydney. 
Capt. Lucas and his partner 
were just about to abandon the 
claim as sterile when a Keffr 
boy uncovered the stone. In the 
rcugh the stone weighed 183 
carats. Capt. Lucas spent more 
than $1,000 to have it cut and 
refused $200,009 for it. He con- 
sidered it a lucky talisman. It 
seemed to belp him Several times 
when he was in danger during 
the war. ‘ . : 

After the war, however, his 
luck changed and Capt. Lucas 
pawned the stone. It was tao 
large. to be offered in regujar 
trade channels so he persuaded 
the Aga Khan to take a mort- 
gage on it. Capt. Lucas could 
never redeem the stone so Aga 
Khan bought it and presented 
it to his wife to celebrate her 
recovery from an attack of pneu- 
monia. She died the same day. 

In 1929 the Aga Khan married 
Mile. Andree Carron. Within the 
year she was Stricken with a 
strange malady and has not 
been in good health since. Now 
that he has the stone the Indian 
Prince cannot get rid of it be- 
cause no diamond merchant 
would dare risk cutting it to 
place it on the market.
